FAVORS A CONSTITUTIONAL CON- 


VENTION. 


One of the beet th.'ngs done during 


the whole session was the passage of a 
bill introduced by Mr. Cumin?, recom- 
mending .to the electors of this State 
that a convention be called to revise 
the State Constitution. 
The Appeal 


raises a great howl because each a con- 
vention would probably coat the State 
925.000. As the question of conven- 
tion or no convention, will have to be 
voted upon at the next general election, 
we think it is perfectly safe to leave it 
to the voters of the State whether the 
dance is worth the cost of the fiddler. 
The Constitution certainly needs revi- 
sion, as is shown by the numerous 
amendments proposed by the Legisla- 
ture at this session, and it may be 
cheaper in the long rue, and it will 
certainly be more satisfactory, to sub- 
mit the whole matter to a body of men 
who are specially qualified to deter- 
mine what changes will be beneficial, 
acd then to put them into proper form, 
than to submit each amendment sepa- 
rately. The people would thus have 
an opportunity to settle for a long time 
to com*, the questions of woman's 
suffrage, referendum, taxation, lottery, 
education, etc., that have for a long 
time vexed them.— White Pine News. 


A convention would have matters of 


far greater importance than those to 
settle; questions which involve Ne 
vadtt's continuance of Statehood, which 
it will be impossible to maintain at the 
pace we are going under the high pres 
suie Constitution which was adopted 
in 1861, and in anticipation of 500,000 
instead of 40,000 population. In an 
article a few days ago the JODBNAL 
proved that the expense of holding a 
convention, instead of $25,000, need be 
less than $5,000. The making of the 
necessary changes by amendments has 
been too often tried .and failed to re- 
quire dieouseion. But the few unim- 
portant changes have been made after 
repeated trials in the last twenty years 
In the Legislature of 1884, there was a 
joint committee appointed to make 
enoh necessary revision, by amend- 
ments, of the Constitution aa would 
avoid the necessity of calling a con- 
vention. 
The committee was com- 


posed of the best material iu both 
houses, and it performed five times 
more laborious work during the ees 
sion than all of the other committees 
of both houses put together. It held 
meetings four or five evenings each 
week for nearly the entire session. 
It 


performed actually more work than 
woold be required to form an entirely 
new Constitution, for to make one im 
portant amendment, it was sometimes 
necessaiy to make changes in 20 minor 
clauses to render the main one opera 
tive. But finally the work was com 
pleted and the amendments passed by 
large majorities in both houses. Every 
body WHS pleased and the most ardeot 
advocates of a convention admittec 
that the work of the committee re- 
moved the necessity of holding one 
Two years later, however, it was fouuc 
that all of tho committee's labor hac 
beeu in vain. The amendments had 
been spread cm the Journal of the 
Senate, when they were introduced, anc 
the omisbiun of th» Clerk of tb» As 
•embly to place them on the Journa 
of that bouse, aa the Constitution re- 
quired, knocked the entire business in 
the bead, and the necessary changes 
were as remote as ever. The work o: 
that 
committee, however, could be 


utilized by the members of a conven 
tion, and with such aid thirty-five men 
of intelligence could easily fermulate 
a Batiefuctory Constitution in less than 
twenty days. 
We are glad that the

are confident that when its editor looks 
further into the matter, be will not 
only recognize the fact that snob an 
assemblage would not only be benefi- 
cial, but au absolute indispensibility 
in the inauguration of a general sys- 
tem of eoonomic reform.

Account of the Buttle at Manila 


ary Fifth. 


The following letter has lately been 
eceived from Clyde Bonbam, a Reno 
raised young man, which the JOUBNAL 
has been permited to publish. 


CAVTTE, Feb. 7,1899. 


MOTHEB: 


These have been very hot times for 
he fellows in Manila for the last few 
days, while as fellows in Cavite are 
aying quietly by and doing nothing. 
?hewaythe fighting started was this: 
'he morning of the fourth the Ne- 
>raska Colonel drew a dead line and 
old tbe sentries to shout "halt" once 
and if tbe Filipinos did not stop to 
plug it to them. The ^Filipinos are in 
be habit of anewering "Filipino amigo" 
nd coming right along not paying any 
ttention to the sentries challenge. 
Tbe night of the fourth four Filipinos 
pproached a Nebraska sentry and did 
lot halt at the command and stepped 
ver the dead line hollering -'Filipino 
migo." The sentry drew n bead on 


hem, 
killed one. The other three ran 


ack within the insurgent line. The 
nsnrgenta then commenced firing on 
be outposts. The sentries fell back 
0 the regiment in the trenches bnt the 
Tilipinos drove the Nebraska Regiment 
iaok to the Colorado trenches. The 
)ewey opened upon them. Tbe firing 
ontinued all night long. 
The morning of the fifth the insur- 
ant made a charge and were met by 
he First California Infantry, Miune- 
otas, Nebraekae, and tbe Third Artil- 
ery. Then tbe Charleston, Monadnoolr 
nd Petrel steamed around the right 
ank of tbe enemy and just raked 
hem with sorapnel and canister creat- 
ng awful destruction. At the same 
ime the indomitable First Utah Light 
rtilley boarded tbe narrow gauge 
rain in Manila with their gainings and 
ix pounders and flanked the left in a 
ice field and just literally destroyed 
he left flank. The loss of the enemy 
was frightful. They were piled up like 
breast works in that rice field. 


Tbe insurgents had two good sized 
irdioance guns hidden in tbe woods 
rbich they used to email effect on the 
Ltnerioans in front. 
They 
finally 


nrned them on the Charleston bnt all 
he shots fell short. The Charleston 
ooated them in about five minutes and 
ot their range and sent a couple of 
hells over there that blew them all 
o pieces, so they were completely 
llenced. 
Dewey poured tbe shells into Malite 


until it is now a complete ruin. As is 
Iso the whole country for seven miles 


around. 


The most of the men killed in Manila 


were killed by Filipino women. The 
women would shoot out of tbe upper 
tory windows with fatal effect so the 
Americans had to finally treat all alike, 
cill men, women and children where- 
ver they saw them. Thirty Filipinos 
attacked twelve Red Cross nurses 
while they weieearryiug thiee wounded 
men from tbe field and killed four of 


hem. 
They were then captured and
